| am pleased to present the 2005 Macomb County Health Department Annual Report. Our success in
providing the number and quality of services highlighted in this report is the direct result of the efforts of highly
professional Health Department staff, dedicated community partners, and the continued support and guidance
of the Macomb County Board of Commissioners.

Some of our achievements in 2005 included monitoring and protecting the quality of Lake St. Clair and
surrounding surface waters. Through the Health Department the county received approximately $1,000,000
from the Federal government to put a real-time water monitoring system in place. The project will provide
equipment in water treatment plants from Port Huron to Mt. Clemens, notifying plant operators of spilled
chemicals or other contaminants in source water. The Health Department also received over $250,000 in
grants from Michigan Department of Environmental Quality for additional water quality projects, including the
expansion of the Facility Dye Testing Program.

We worked in close cooperation with our community partners to strengthen prevention programs in the county.
The Healthy Kids, Healthy Futures Program partnered with local schools to bring healthy eating and exercise
programs to children. During the flu season, the Department gave over 23,000 flu shots to residents, the majority
provided at outreach clinic sites. We also assisted local private providers in getting flu vaccine through a re-
allocation program. Our ongoing community health assessment program concluded a locally funded 2005 Behavioral
Risk Factor Survey, which you will find on the CD located on the inside front cover of this report.

Please take a moment to peruse our work and contact us with your comments and ideas. Tell us what we do
well and where we can improve further in protecting and promoting the personal and environmental health of
our residents and our communities.

2005 BEHAVIORAL RISK FACTOR SURVEY

The Macomb County Health Department (MCHD) recently released the 2005 “Macomb County Behavioral Risk
Factor Survey” (BRFS). As part of our community health assessment responsibilities, we designed our 2005 BRFS
with support and input from the Macomb County Board of Commissioners, the Southeastern Michigan Health
Association and Macomb County’s Healthy Kids Healthy Futures Coalition to provide timely, accurate, and scientifically
valid information for individuals and organizations who make critical health decisions in Macomb County.

A key step in developing our profile of community risk factors was to conduct a large-scale randomized telephone
interview survey of Macomb County residents. This survey, designed in conformance with CDC standards, included
I, 116 adult residents of Macomb County aged |8 and older, and a proxy survey of 214 children aged 5 — |5 years.
Data was collected from June 6, 2005 through September 12, 2005. The survey can be viewed on the Health

The survey continues to confirm that County residents have a high prevalence of conditions and behaviors which
increase their risk of Cardiovascular Disease. For more information on the Macomb County Behavioral Risk
Factor Study, please review the CD attached on the inside front cover of this report.

ENVIRONMENTAL HEALTH

FOOD SERVICE SANITATION PROGRAM

The “Food Safety Training for Food Service Establishments” regulation, approved by the Macomb County Board
of Commissioners, became effective January |, 2004. The regulation establishes the requirement of a manager at
each food service establishment that is certified in safe food handling practices. The regulation will become fully
effective on January |, 2007.

In 2005, approximately 140 food service managers completed the certified manager course offered by the Macomb
County Health Department, and 40 food service managers became re-certified. For information on classes

WEST NILE VIRUS MONITORING

The Environmental Health Services Division continued to monitor the county for West Nile Virus activity through
mosquito and dead corvid (crows, ravens, blue jays) testing. Surveillance began the first week of June and ended
the first week of September.

Mosquito traps were set out at several locations and were rotated around the county each week. In 2005, no
mosquito pools tested positive for West Nile Virus.

The Health Department tracked reports of dead crows and blue jays and sent birds in good condition to the state
for testing. In early August, the department received notification that a dead blue jay collected in Harrison Township
tested positive for West Nile Virus.

In April 2005, the Board of Commissioners approved the re-establishment of the West Nile Virus Assistance
Fund in the amount of $250,000 to be utilized by county municipalities. Thirteen municipalities requested financial
assistance to conduct mosquito control activities such as larvaciding and habitat reduction in addition to educational
activities. Four human cases were reported in Macomb County in 2005.



ENVIRONMENTAL HEALTH

PUBLIC SWIMMING POOL PROGRAM

The Environmental Health Services Division performs yearly inspections of all licensed public swimming pools in
Macomb County. Inspections address the condition of the pool structure and enclosure area, water filtering
equipment and safety equipment. Pool water quality is monitored throughout the swimming season by requiring
pool owners to contract with a laboratory to conduct weekly testing and send the results to the Health Department.

LAKE ST. CLAIR REGIONAL MONITORING PROJECT

In late 2003, the Michigan Legislature allocated $2.5 million for water quality monitoring in Lake St. Clair, the St.
Clair River and the Clinton River Watershed. This three-year project is being administered at the State level by
the Michigan Department of Environmental Quality and locally by the Macomb County Board of Commissioners
through the Macomb County Health Department, with Oakland, St. Clair and Wayne counties as partners.

The Lake St. Clair Regional Monitoring Project continued throughout 2005 to acquire streamflow and water and
sediment quality data, with emphasis on the effects of major storm events. This included continuous water
quality monitoring at |3 fixed stations; automatic and manual grab sampling for one wet weather event (10 events
are planned for the entire project); continuous and manual streamflow measurements at 23 locations and rainfall
monitoring at five locations. The field sampling phase of the project concluded on September 30, 2005.

Project data will be available on a project website and will be analyzed for preparation of a comprehensive final
report set to be released in 2006. Additional information can be viewed on the Lake St. Clair Regional Monitoring

Progress Made in 2005:

B Streamflow and continuous water quality monitoring, at project specified locations, was conducted
by the USGS;

B Planning and design of the project’s website, with an embedded database, are underway by the
designated project contractor;

B Twelve sets of dry weather samples, and nine sets of wet weather samples were collected in 2005;
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B The project’s independent quality control consultant has reviewed the available analytical results
data prior to loading onto the database;
B Concurrent with these monitoring efforts, the Macomb County Health Department continued its
seasonal Lake St. Clair Assessment for the eighth consecutive year; and resulting water and sediment
data will become part of the project database.



ENVIRONMENTAL HEALTH

ENVIRONMENTAL MANAGEMENT
AND RISK ASSESSMENT (EMRAP)

In 2005, the EMRAP program responded to more than 80 environmental incidents involving hazardous and
polluting materials, which held the potential for adversely affecting public health and the environment. Working
with local first responders, State and Federal environmental agencies, EMRAP assisted in bringing these incidents
to successful conclusions.

EMRAP’s Household Hazardous Waste Program conducted |9 separate collection events in 2005 and
accommodated 2,608 clients, diverting over 73 tons of hazardous waste and more than 3,000 gallons of waste oil
were collected for proper disposal. Additionally, in response to the growing concern of trace amounts of
pharmaceuticals appearing in our surface waters, EMRAP initiated a pill collection and disposal program. Clients
are encouraged to deliver unwanted medications to the Health Department and discontinue the long-standing
practice of flushing them down the toilet. E-wastes (i.e. computer components) were also targeted for removal
from the traditional solid waste stream due to their high lead and mercury content. In cooperation with Dell,
Goodwill, the Department of Environmental Quality and the Cooperative Extension Service, a collection event
was conducted at Freedom Hill, which resulted in an estimated 30 tons of computer wastes collected and recycled.

EMRAP staff also provided additional environmental services by conducting investigations of lead poisoned children,
mercury spill response and coordinating educational training opportunities for Police, Fire and EMS.

SURFACE WATER IMPROVEMENT & MONITORING TEAM
(SWIM)

The Surface Water Improvement and Monitoring (SWIM) Team Program conducts water quality sampling and
investigations in the county of Macomb. The Public Bathing Beach Sampling Program, which began in 1948 and
continues today, includes the twice weekly monitoring and water sampling at six public beaches, from April —
September. The SWIM Team Program also monitors the county’s watersheds with the weekly collection of over
60 surface water samples. These water samples provide vital information about the quality of water flowing
through the county’s main tributaries.

Pollution investigations, initiated by citizen complaints or by referrals from local municipalities, are also an important
element of the SWIM Team’s responsibilities. Additionally, the SWIM Team administers Macomb County Health
Department’s lllicit Discharge Elimination Program (IDEP), which is partially funded through two Clean Michigan
Initiative Grants that were awarded to Macomb County. The IDEP Program encompasses the systematic elimination
of illicit discharges. One portion of the program entails surveying hundreds of miles of streams, open drains and
roadside ditches to locate and sample pipes that may discharge pollutants into the county’s waterways. A second
component is dye-testing the plumbing of commercial, industrial and institutional buildings in the city of Warren
and Centerline, ensuring proper connection into the sanitary sewer system.

REGULATIONS GOVERNING ON-SITE SEWAGE AND
ON-SITE WATER SUPPLY EVALUATION AND
MAINTENANCE

These regulations are designed to protect the quality of our surface water and groundwater resources by requiring
owners to have on-site water supply and sewage disposal systems evaluated prior to sale. Evaluations may be
conducted by certified evaluators or by Health Department staff. During 2005, 725 sewage disposal systems and
306 well water systems were evaluated. Of those, 144 sewage systems and 60 well systems failed to meet
minimum standards and were corrected. Without these regulations, which were passed in 2002, such problems
would go undetected and contribute to degraded water quality.

INFANT MORTALITY NETWORK

Michigan’s African American infant death rate is the 8" worst in the nation. Michigan’s African American infant
mortality rate is three times the Caucasian rate. Macomb County has been identified as one of eleven counties in
Michigan with the highest Black/White infant mortality disparity, (see statistics, page 2).

Macomb County Health Department, through a grant from the Michigan Department of Community Health, has
been charged to facilitate the development of an Infant Mortality Network in Macomb County to address the
Black/White infant mortality disparity. Work is currently in progress to gain commitment from identified community
representatives for coalition membership.

The goal of the Infant Mortality Network is to provide a forum to share ideas, solve problems, identify best
practices, rise to challenges and analyze and celebrate successes in reducing infant mortality disparity in the
Macomb County African American population.

Focus groups are planned to obtain client information regarding the current status of the Macomb County maternal
& infant health care system. Future plans are being developed to perform a community systems analysis to define
service gaps in our community that result in barriers to keeping more African American babies alive and healthy.

To assist in reducing infant mortality, a Macomb County Fetal Infant Mortality Review (FIMR) team is being
developed. Macomb County Health Department staff will be abstracting information on African American infant
deaths in 2005. Information gained from these abstractions will be shared with the Infant Mortality Network to
assist in identifying local issues affecting poor birth outcomes and to developing goals to improve services and
resources.

CHILDREN’S HEALTH FAIR - 2005

The 2005 Children’s Health Fair was held on October 22™ under the direction and guidance of the Macomb
County Board of Commissioners. Health services were provided to children birth to |8 years of age. There were
1,354 persons in attendance. Sixty human service partners sent 200 + professionals to distribute over 19,000
health education information pamphlets, answer questions, offer expert advice, and provide health screenings
and immunizations to Macomb County families in a fun and healthy atmosphere.

DISEASE PREVENTION

Vaccines have reduced or eliminated many infectious diseases that once routinely killed or harmed many infants,
children, and adults. However, the viruses and bacteria that cause vaccine-preventable disease and death still
exist and can be passed on to people who are not protected by vaccines. Vaccine-preventable diseases have
many social and economic costs: sick children miss school and parents lose time from work. These diseases also
result in doctor’s visits, hospitalizations, and even premature death.

CHILDREN IMMUNIZATIONS

During 2005, Macomb County Health Department immunization clinics provided the following protective doses:

* Measles/Mumps/Rubella — 5,243 doses

* Varicella (Chickenpox)— 2,915 doses

* Diphtheria/Tetanus/Pertussis(Whooping Cough) — 8,462 doses
* Haemophilis influenzae type b (HIB disease)— 4,729 doses

* Hepatitis B — 6,880 doses

* Polio — 7,254 doses

* Pneumococcal Conjugate — 6,899 doses

Of children 19-36 months old who were current clients of the Health Department, 82% were completely
immunized. For all 19-36 month old children in Macomb County, 69% were completely immunized.

MOVING IN MACOMB

Moving in Macomb was a series of outdoor health and fitness fairs that were held in the summer of 2005 and were
designed to help residents of Macomb County prevent obesity and other chronic diseases. The initiative addressed
two closely related factors — poor nutrition and inadequate physical activity. In the United States, physical inactivity
and unhealthy eating are the underlying causes of 300,000 preventable deaths each year. Moving in Macomb was
developed and implemented by the Nutrition unit of the Macomb County Health Department. The fairs were
multi-faceted and consisted of hands-on activities, a fun and challenging obstacle course, and nutrition information.
Healthy eating and the importance of teaching children responsible food choices at an early age were stressed.

Adults and children were given pedometers, encouraged to walk a one-mile course, and to take part in interactive
learning stations. Families that completed the walking course received bottled water, healthy snacks, and
participated in a raffle with prizes that promoted good nutrition and physical activity.

Moving in Macomb will be expanded to include the community partners of the Healthy Kids Healthy Futures
Coalition of Macomb County.

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TRAVELER HEALTH INFORMATION

Foreign travel is becoming a more common occurrence for many Macomb County residents. Health and
immunization requirements for such travel are available at the Macomb County Health Department’s
Communicable Disease (CD) Unit.

Travelers who contact the CD Program are able to obtain country-specific information, including immunization
recommendations and requirements, as well as embassy locations, phone numbers, travel advisories, and current
health concerns.

Callers need to provide their date of departure, length of stay, and rural versus urban destinations. Prior
immunizations are reviewed to determine if adequate disease protection exists, or if booster doses are necessary.
Upon request, a packet of information specific to each destination is mailed free of charge.

Routine immunizations are available at Health Department Immunization Clinics, while private travel health clinics
are able to provide immunizations against yellow fever, medication for malaria prevention, and other conditions.

Over 561 travelers had obtained health-related information concerning their foreign travel plans by September

ANIMAL SHELTER

The Animal Shelter is committed to ensuring the safety of Macomb County residents with regard to animal
related issues, while providing appropriate and humane treatment of the animals. The Shelter’s animal placement
services have been expanded to include utilization of approved animal rescue leagues and donation of dogs to
various service organizations including Leader Dogs, Paws with a Cause, and the U.S. Customs Service.

The Animal Shelter provides a wide range of animal related services, including pet adoptions, shelter for lost or
unwanted animals, animal cruelty investigations, enforcement of State dog laws, dog licensing, animal bite reports,
and quarantine follow up, rescue services for both wild and domestic animals, removal of deceased animals from
roadways, and placement services for exotic animals.

EMERGENCY MEDICAL SERVICES

Emergency Medical Services operates under the Public Health Code and is under the jurisdiction of the Macomb
County EMS Medical Control Authority/Board. This Authority/Board is charged by law to oversee the provision
of EMS in the county and holds accountable prehospital providers and

EMERGENCY PREPAREDNESS PROGRAM

The Emergency Preparedness Program has continued to develop plans and to participate in many local and
regional exercises. Under the Cities Readiness Initiative, the Health Department is partnering with local
municipalities and community pharmacies to dispense medications to the public at large during a public health
emergency or disaster. The Department held two workshops with community pharmacies and has coordinated
efforts with the Macomb Pharmacists Association. The Health Department is an important partner with our local
planning team under the leadership of Macomb County Department of Emergency Management in support of the
Urban Area Security Initiative. The Health Department has developed a comprehensive All Hazards Plan. Plans are
being expanded to include emerging infectious disease threats such as Pandemic Influenza and Avian Influenza. For
more information, go to www.macombcountymi.gov/publichealth and select Emergency Preparedness Program.
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OFFICE OF THE MEDICAL EXAMINER

Operating administratively under the Macomb County Health Department, the Office of the Medical Examiner investigates
the cause and manner of deaths involving violence, accidents, and deaths not attended by a physician.

The investigation includes an examination of the scene, 300 AUTOPSIES PERFORMED 2005
an autopsy where necessary to determine the cause and

manner of death, and the certification of death certificates
for these cases. This investigation provides information
relative to criminal prosecution in appropriate cases,
settlement of estates, and public health statistics on
communicable disease and other mortality data.
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In 2005, the Office of the Medical Examiner performed
361 autopsies and issued 2,337 cremation permits. The
Office of the Medical Examiner also took reports of I,143
home hospice deaths. These deaths are tracked
separately from regular Medical Examiner cases.
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A Medical Examiner Investigator is available at all times to
respond to calls from the police, hospital personnel or hospice personnel.
